to gain additional knowledge of 
vegetable production, and to em­ 
phasize the importance of this ag­ 
ricultural phase to the rest of the 
state.

Jam es 
of 
Clarkton, 
Dunklin 
County’s Representative. 
James 
recently told The Daily Democrat 
he feels the resolution will lead 
to greater interest in plans for ex­ 
perimental work In this area and 
to recognition by the General As­ 
sembly of the potential this par­ 
ticular phase holds for the Boot- 
heel. 
The resolution provides for a 
10-member legislative committee, 
authorized 
to 
inspect

Rep. Scrivner says "education 
is, as it should be, a local and 
state problem.” We agree. On the 
local level Jefferson City approv­ 
ed a vast elementary school re­ 
building program. On the 
stale 
level, a School Foundation plan 
was approved by Missouri voters 
to help keep the state abreast 
of its educational needs. 
The Scrivner bill would pro­ 
vide one per cent of the person­ 
al and corporate income tax gen­ 
erated in each state. And, Rep. 
Scrivner says, the funds 
"shall 
either be retained or returned to 
each 
state and 
territory to be 
used for such educational purpos­ 
es as the state may determ ine.’" 
In other w'ords, Missouri as well 
as all other states and territori- 
ties would have the full say on 
how their money would be spent. 
The Scrivner plan in contrast to 
the Kelley proposal is simple and 
direct. It call* for no new federal 
employes. It prohibits federal in­ 
terference and eliminates all the 
share-the-wealth 
attributes 
of 
other plans. 
Let’s take the Kelley bill for 
example and see how 
Missouri 
would fare. 
Under the Kelley bill Misssou- 
ri would pay in $10,128 000. But it 
would get back only $9,174,710. 
In other words Missourians would 
be helping other states 
who have 
given fai less attention to their 
educaiional problems. 
Numerous states would get tar 
more than they pay into the fed­ 
eral aid 
to education program. 
For example, Alabama would con 
tribute $2,172,000 and 
take out 
$8,908,658. Even Scrivner’* home 
state of Kansas would get back 
$4.750.002 while putting in only 
$2,876.000. 
Even some of the so-called pros 
perous states would get 
back 
more than they paid into the pro- 
gram. 
Oil rich Texas would pay

only $12,480.000. But it would get 
back $21.982,431. 
Obviously these so-called pros­ 
perous states have failed to put 
prosperity into the 
their children.

WHAT KIND OF FEDERAL AID 
TO EDUCATION? 
Legislation for a simple, direct, 
federal aid lor education program 
has been introduced by Rep. Er- 
rett P. Scrivner of the second con­ 
gressional district of Kansas. 
The legislation, we hope, will 
be thoroughly examined by Mis­ 
sourians as well as residents of 
the 47 other states and the ter­ 
ritories. 
It 
deserves 
thoughtful 
consideration by Congress. 
There is no doubt that aid to 
education is a grave problem. Nor 
is the present situation tempor­ 
ary. II will be 
perm anent as our 
population continues to grow'. 
A permanent problem such

Sunday school lesson, taken from 
th e 11th ch ap te r of M atthew 's G os­ 
pel, p resen ts som e co ntrasts. It al­ 
so p resen ts three d istin ct groups 
of people, o r ra th e r tw o groups 
of people and Jesu s and the H eav­ 
enly 
F ath er. 
W hile 
th ere 
is 
a 
m ark ed 
c o n trast 
betw een 
Jesus 
and one of the two groups of peo­ 
ple, em phasis in the S crip tu re is 
on the co n trast betw een the two 
groups. 
One of the groups includes th ree 
cities — C horazin, B ethsaida and 
C ap ern au m —in w hich Jesu s had 
been teaching and m in isterin g to 
the needs of the pto p le. S everal of 
his m iracles of healing had been 
perform ed in or n ear these cities. 
N ear one of them he had m iracu- 
uousiy fed 5000 people a t one tim e. 
In th eir synagogues, in the fields, 
in th eir hom es and in o th er places 
Jesu s 
had often proclaim ed the 
blessed gospel of his glorious K ing­ 
dom and had invited them to be­ 
com e citizens of it. 
Although one of the th ree cities 
had provided th ree of the tw elve 
closest friends 
and 
follow ers 
of 
Jesu s and he had recruited o th er 
follow ers from their general loca­ 
tion n ear the northern ¡-hore of the 
Sea of G alilee, m ost of the people 
had rejected him . And, because

invitation. 
E ven though Jesus had been re ­ 
jected by those people of his own

WHAT KIND OF FEDERAL AID 
TO EDUCATION? 
Legislation for a simple, direct, 
federal aid for education program 
has been introduced by Rep. Er- 
rett P. Scrivner of the second con­ 
gressional district of Kansas. 
The legislation, we hope, will 
be thoroughly examined by Mis­ 
sourians as well as residents of 
the 47 other slates and the ter­ 
ritories. 
Ii deserves 
thoughtful 
consideration 
by Congress. 
There is no doubt that aid to 
education is a grave problem. Nor 
is the present situation tempor­ 
ary. It will be 
permanent as our 
population continues to grow 
A permanent problem such 
as 
thus needs a permanent solution. 
But 
what 
kind of a solution' 
Should it bi a federally operated 
program or a stair one? 
There are 
strung 
indications 
Congress will put some kind ut 
federal aid to education legisla­ 
tion unless it becomes hopelessly 


cloaked with an anti-segregation 
amendment such as advanced by 
Rep. Powell of New York in the 
last Congress, The Rep. 
Kelley 
federal air to education proposal 
which received strong considera­ 
tion is linked directly to federal 
control. Equally bad, it is based 
on a "ahare-the-wealth" theory. 
Rep. Scrivner says “education 
is, as it should be, a local and 
state problem." We agree. On the 
local level Jefferson City approv­ 
ed a vast elementary school re­ 
building program. On the 
state 
level, a School Foundation plan 
was approved by Missouri voters 
to help keep the state abreast 
of its educational needs. 
The Scrivner bill would pro­ 
vide one per cent of the person­ 
al and corporate income tax gen­ 
erated in each state. And, Rep. 
Scrivner says, the funds 
"shall 
either be retained or returned to 
each state and territory to be 
used for such educational purpos­ 
es as the state may determine." 
In other words, Missouri as well 
as all other states and territori- 
ties would have the full say on 
how their money would be spent. 
The Scrivner plan in contrast to 
the Kelley proposal is simple and 
direct. It calls for no new federal 
employes. It prohibits federal In­ 
terference and eliminates all the 
sharc-the-wealth 
attributes 
of 
other plans. 
Let'* take the Kelley bill for 
example and see how Missouri 
would fare. 
Under the Kelley bill M issou­ 
ri would pay in $10,128,000. But it 
would get back only $9,174,710. 
In other words Missourians would 
be helping other states who have 
given fai let* attention to their 
educational problems. 
Numerous states would get far 
more than they pay into the fed­ 
eral aid to education program. 
For example, Alabama wuuld con 
tribute $2,172,000 and take out

Faulty care and poor sanita­ 
tion are two of the major rea­ 
sons many swine producers suf­ 
fer a 30 percent loss of pigs far­ 
rowed compared with the num­ 
ber 
marketed, 
the 
American 
Foundation f o r Anima) Health 
advised farmers today. 


“This appalling loss could b e 
lowered by paying better atten­ 
tion to measures aimed at pre­ 
venting o r controlling common 
swine diseases/’ Foundation offi­ 
cials said. 
“Dirty equipment is one of the 
common hiding places for viruses, 
bacteria and worm eggs which 
may later spread disease to the 
new hog crop. Periodic cleaning 
and disinfecting of equipment for 
housing, feeding or watering can 
easily cut production costs by 
helping prevent disease.” 
Frequently a disease is brought 
into a herd through replacement 
stock, the Foundation adds. Grow­ 
ers should either raise their own 
replacements 
or 
secure 
them 
from sources known to be disease- 
free. A veterinarian should blood 
test for brucellosis, and possibly 
leptospirosis, to reduce the likeli­ 
hood of an outbreak of these dis­ 
eases 
on 
a “clean" 
farm. 
He 
should also check new' hogs for 
atrophic rhinitis, a disease often 


spread by carrier swine. 
Good nutrition is also very im­ 
portant to disease control. T h e 
Foundation points out that by pay 
ing greater attention to manage­ 
ment factors in combatting dis­ 
ease. a better job of swine pro­ 
duction can be done.
